Thts summer has been, trom the standpoint of dramatic achelve= 
ment, quite successful. Much toll and sweat were expended tn 
the ‘course of our etght-weck stay, but the goals which we 
wished to win were attaincde 8. 


In. whitch way was our summer successtul, and what was our ob- 
ject? In the tirst place, we produced tour plays: The younger 
girls gave the first performance=a puppet playe Ih the com- 
posing of the plot, and the destgning and mantpulation of the 
puppets, they were able tco.brina tnto play their full create 
Ive and artistic powerss Prokottetts famous masterpiece for 
children, "Peter and the Wolf" was presented as a shadow playe 
By the very nature of the plot, and the fact that tt was give 
en as a shadow play, "Peter and the Wolf" attorded the cast a 
untgque opportuntty tor selteexpresstone The satirical comedy” 
entitled "The Man Who Married A Dumb wife", by Anatole France, 
which we presented August 20th, Is a play whitch has no serftous 
purpose behind Itt or any moral to convey, but rather contents 
Itsel# with demolishing the contradictions and artiticalitttes 
of soctety Inahumorous manners The Festival play, "Tomorrow . 
the World" by Messrs Gowe and Dtusseay, though somewhat artt~ 
tictal and contined tn approach, ts worthy of caretul conside 
eratton as tt endeavors to deal with an Issue ¢& great impor f 
and far reaching signiticance=the re-education and leading 
back to the road of democracy and human advancement of those 
‘peoples who have been subjected, and those whom are still

We call this democracvewhich {t is= but In 
working tn dramatics, in working in a group we learn democe 
racy !n a broader and truer sense. The rights of the !ndIivide 
val are sategaurded and maintained, but are moditied and

But the crowning glory of the orcheste- 
ral offerings this summer was the concert on the New Miltord 
Village Greene The program, which was an hour long, consisted 
ot orchestral numbers as weil as solos; duets and even a triode 
Ot. course, the whole camp turned out for the event, and the 
viifagers seemed as pleased with ovr orchestra as we were, 
even giving the concert a write*up in the New Miltord Times. 


Our chorus, with George Papanck as ‘its uery able director, did 
quite well tor itselt, Throughout the summer vou cosld hear 
littie snatches of songs trom Bach's “Peasant Cantata’ around 
camp, for we fearned all the choruses at rehearsal, and Seorge 
recruited soloists tn preparation tor a grand performance of 
the Cantata to be given at the Festival. Rehearsals were also 
heid three times a week, and after going through a series ot 
exercises, we set to work on the Cantata, enjoying ourselves 
immenselVe 


Of course, all through the summer we had intormal folk-singing 
without which Buck's Rock would not have been the same, and we 
had a tew tormalized tolk-song evenings, at which records by 
tolk song artists were played. One evening, we had as a speak= 
er, Irving Deakin, who piayed a few records trom his huge cole 
lection, and gave us a commentary on them. 


We also had a classical music evening at least once a week, 
when Bill Cotton and George Papanek played records on the 
Annex porch.
